REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 21 and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed because some of 
the arguments mentioned in the applicants' Remarks filed on May 7, 2007 have been 
found persuasive. The applicants have persuasively argued that since the Leonard 
reference (i. e. "Development of a Solvent Extraction Process for Cesium Removal from 
SRS Tank Waste" by Ralph A. Leonard et al.) teaches a solvent composition that 
includes BOBCalixC6, Cs-7SBT, trioctylamine and Isopar L (please see Fig. 8 on pg. 
759 in Leonard) and since the Wood reference (i. e. "Extraction of Lead and Strontium 
from Hazardous Waste Streams by Solvent Extraction with 4', 4', (5')-Di-(t- 
Butyldicyclohexo)-18-Crown-6" by Donald J. Wood et al.) teaches a solvent composition 
that includes DtBu18C6, TBP and Isopar L, then these cited references do not teach or 
suggest a mixed extractant solvent that consists of the components recited in 
applicants' claim 21.
